CHAMPIONS OF THE MAIN LINE LEAGUE

In the first nana- of a scheduled 
three-game series for the championship 
of Montgomery County last Saturday, 
the Wyndmoor Cluh, monarchs of the 
Beauxmont League, won :i highly-mer- 
ited contest over the Xarherlh Cluh, 
titleliolders of the Main Line League, 
when they frustrated a gallant last- 
nn'mite attack to win 3-2. Howard 
Graham failed to add new laurels to his 
siring of victories, officially recorded 
at thirteen, and was charged with his 
fourth defeat of the season. Inclement 
weather conditions prevented the sec- 
ond game of the series, which was 
scheduled at Wyndmoor on Sunday. 

The Wyndmoor nine actually hold 
the edge over the local cluh insofar as 
they have won two out of three games 
played this season, two of which were 
played as twilight games, when each 
team garnered one victory apiece. By 
virtue of their triumph in the first 
game of the Montgomery County title 
play, the invaders now loom as formid- 
able favorites to win the championship. 
George Babb. Narberth's third-base- 
man, was the only effective batter of 
both clubs, toting the mace for three 
nicks out of four official trips to the 
pentagon. In his first appearance Babb 
smashed a long drive to left-field for 
one base and repeated this drive in his 
second trip in the fifth. His average 
fell in the subsequent session, however, 
when he failed to make effective any of 
the three cuts he took at Kble's fast 
ball. The eighth inning, his last time 
up. entitled him with another hit, a 
bunt for an average of .750. 

When Saturday's brawl had reached 
four and one-half innings, the official 
distance necessary to warrant half a 
game, each team had troubled the other 
for three hits; Eble and Graham each 
held three strikeouts over their rival 
clubs and neither team could score. 
It was in the following session that 
scoring went into effect. 

Ingenious base running rather than 
hefty hitting accounted for Narberth's 
one run in the fifth frame. Babb 
touched Eble for the second local hit 
this inning, but was forced off second 
on Curwin's short bunt in front of 
the disc. Mulligan's one-bagger to left- 
field was deep enough to put Johnny 
on third. Long experience in the game 
and rare equanimity of mind gave the 
locals their first run. Mulligan started 
for second with a view of drawing the 
catcher's attention and thereby relay to 
the keystone. This he did. but when 
the ball fell short of second, Mulligan 
was safe and Curwin skipped over the 
plate before the ball could be returned. 
With the long-standing scoreless tie 
finally severed and victory staring the 
boroughites in the face the Wyndmoor 
Club opened the attack which they had 
intended to prolong until later in the 
game, and bunched four hits to score 
the bulk of three runs. After Mastroni 
had fallen " on strikes, the next four 
men hit in succession. Wolfe singled 
to left-field and Reap met Graham 
solidlv. sending his offering out into 
centre-field. Mahoney then grounded 
to Jeffries off first, who relayed the 
ball to the pentagon to prevent Wolfe 
from scoring, but when Wolfe made a 
prompt return to the hot-box, Jeffries 
founde his coign occupied and his plan 
foiled. With the bases packed and 
one down. Kinsella clicked another 
single to left-centre, scoring Wolfe and 
Reap. Fleisher's sacrificial fly to 
Heckle accounted for Mahoney's run. 
Burns relayed Unruh's bunt to first 
for the third out. 

This three-rim' attack proved to he 
the obstacle which the locals could 
never surpass. Each team went score- 
less for the next three innings, during 
which time the Wyndmoor nine held 
a three-hit margin over the boroughites. 
who trailed with five biugles. The 
ninth inning rally, however, contributed 
four hits to pass the visitors' mark by

The week of September 3 to 9, in- 
clusive, was exceptional on three 
counts. A high temperature of 96 de- 
grees was touched on the 3d: six days 
out of the seven were cloudy or partly 
cloudy,' and on Sunday, the 8th. the 
downpour of rain reached 2.1 inches. 
Consistently high temperatures were 
maintained during the week, the top 
mark on Wednesday being 92. on 
Thursday 78, Friday 77, Saturday 89.

land Road. Wynnewood Court, also 
has been completed. The report fol- 
lows: 

•'The work of rebuilding Wynnewood 
Avenue was completed on Saturday, 
August 31. This work was started on 
June 30 and forty-three working days 
were consumed on it. The scctibn of 
the road which was rebuilt was 4000 
feet long and it has an average width 
of twenty-three feet, making this job 
considerably more than the total pav- 
ing of the three other streets which 
were being done for us under contract 
by the Suburban Construction Com- 
pany. The rebuilding of Wynnewood 
Avenue was entirely under the super- 
vision of our Superintendent of Public 
Works and was performed by borough 
labor and with materials bought by the 
borough direct from the sources of 
supply. 

"The total cost of rebuilding Wynne- 
wood Road, with one or two more 
bills still to come in, is $18,225.41, of 
which $1347.51 can he billed to abutting 
property owners for work by the bor- 
ough which they authorized on their 
driveways and driveway curbs. This 
makes the total net cost of the Wynne- 
wood Avenue rebuilding $16,877.90. 
The chances are that the additional 
bills for materials will cause this work 
to run slightly over $17,000. We will 
receive the county aid appropriation of 
$8000, which can be applied to this 
work, making the total final cost to the 
borough approximately $9000. Many 
of the abutting property owners have 
expressed more than ordinary satisfac- 
tion with this job and your committee 
believes that it is proper to record here 
an indication of appreciation of the 
technical and supervisory skill and 
watchful oversight of George B. Suplee. 
our Superintendent of Public Works, 
without which the results might have 
been different. 



to Council and 
unanimously passed by a resolution of 
the borough fathers on Monday night. 
The plan, covering the Board's pow- 
ers, duties and method of operation, 
includes a budget to be provided for 
by Council and the School Board. The 
document was prepared by Kenneth L.

The Highway Committee reported 
that the rebuilding of Wynnewood 
Avenue had been completed and that 
a most satisfactory job had been done 
by the borough under the Superintend- 
ent of Public Works' supervision. 

The Board of Trade's recommenda- 
tion to Council that additional street 
lights be placed in the business sec- 
tion on Haverford Avenue has been 
taken up by the Water. Light and 
Health Committee with the Philadel- 
phia Electric Company, and a report 
from them is awaited by the committee 
before any action will be taken. An 
experiment in lighting will be tried 
out this week, however, by the placing 
of 660-watt bulbs in the Haverford 
Avenue lighting fixtures. These will 
be left in place for a week with no 
extra' cost to the borough as a tenta- 
tive method of increasing illumination 
in the business district. 



Narberth's summer lethargy officially 
ended Monday morning, when most 
residents, returned from summer re- 
sorts, sent their children to borough 
and township public and private 
schools. Due partly to continuing heat 
and partly to the fact that painting 
was not quite completed in the interior 
of the Narberth schools, classes were 
brief for the first part of the week.

Orchestra Conductor's Real Job Is in Unseen 

Part of Work, Rehearsals, Says Adolph Vogel

It's very fine' to stand on a' plat- 
form and, by waving a little baton, 
direct a large group of musicians 
through a program. The struggle and 
labor in rehearsals, which is never ap- 
parent to concert-goers, is the main 
part of the work, according to Adolph 
Vogel, of 218 Avon Road, Narberth, 
conductor of the Main Line Orchestra, 
the Philadelphia Municipal Amateur 
Orchestra, the Wilmington Club and 
other musical organizations. This he 
explained in an interview given to the 
Evening Public Ledger this week. 

"It's hard work making so many 
minds co-ordinate to one opinion," Mr. 
Vogel declared- "Technique means 
nothing to the _ man behind the baton 
or the members of the orchestra. The 
conductor and the musicians are all 
so thoroughly equipped in their work 
that the mere mechanics of music are 
almost as simple as breathing — it is 



the interpretation which requires la- 
bor. 

"One difficult thing about any or- 
chestra." Mr. Vogel continued, "is the 
variance of ability. They all know 
their notes, but some are essentially 
more musically able than others. This 
is especially noticeable in amateur or- 
chestras. In the professional organiza- 
tion, although one has this fact to con- 
sider, the main difficulty is in obtain- 
ing perfect co-ordination. 

"Each man, being an artist, is cer- 
tain to have ideas of his own — and, 
whether consciously or not, when he 
looks at a score he immediately puts 
■is own interpretation on the compos- 
er's idea. As every musician knows, 
there is' so much more to playing a 
composition than just following the 
succession of time and melody. 

"The conductor first has to impress

Mid-September is always a time of 
increased activity in this vicinity be- 
cause of the numerous colleges sit- 
uated on the Main Line. Incoming 
trains will soon be thronged with re- 
turning students and sparkling weather 
will bring thoughts of punts and for- 
ward passes, kick-offs and hard-held 
lines. 

At Villanova College. Coach Harry 
Stuhldreher is already engaged in 
whipping his team into shape before 
college itself opens on the twenty-fifth. 
The Freshmen will register and attend 
orientation lectures on the 19th, 20th 
and 21st and the upper-classmen will 
register on the 23rd and 24th. 

Bryn Mawr College will welcome 
the freshmen and new students on the 
25th and sophomores and upper class- 
men on the 30th. Classes will begin 
on October 1. 

Haverford will begin its ninety-sev- 
enth year when it opens September 19. 
The capacity enrollment of 309 stu- 
dents represents sixteen states and 
three foreign countries. Dr. Comfort 
has just returned from a visit to the 
University of California where he lec- 
tured during the summer on French 
Literature and Culture. 

A number of the faculty will be 
away this year. Dr. Rufus M. Jones 
will be in England the first half of the 
year. Dr. Elihu Grant will be away 
all year on an archaeological expedi- 
tion in Palestine. Dr. James McFad- 
den Carpenter, associate professor of 
Romance Languages, will spend the 
winter in Italy and France. Dr. F. B. 
Watson, professor of sociology, will be 
away the second half of the year. 

Dr. Emniett R. Dunn, class of 1915, 
succeeds Dr. H. S. Pratt, who came to 
Haverford as a trustee in 1893 and re- 
signed in June. Dr. Dunn has been a 
professor at Smith and has been study- 
ing abroad for the last year under the 
Guggenheim Scholarship. He is a 
nephew of Dr. L. W. Reid, professor 
of mathematics at the college. 

The Junior Class, this year, will 
start on a plan by which its members 
will be more thoroughly tested than 
they were under the old system: The 
plan provides for a comprehensive ex- 
amination covering two years' work. 
This method, although a distinct 
change from that used last year, can 
not be styled an innovation since it is 
the same system used there fifty years 
ago. 

Rosemont College opens September 
25th with an enrollment representing 
sixteen states, and the largest registra- 
tion it has ever enjoyed. The new 
dining hall and dormitory has been 
completed and is ready for occupancy. 
The building is Tudor Gothic in style. 
The dormitory will accommodate fifty 
students and the dining hall will seat 
300. An addition of four members has 
been made to the English and Latin 
Departments.

Robert F. Wood and Daniel 
Leitch. The last four named are mem- 
bers of the present Council who are 
standing for re-election. 

The incumbent of the post of Tax 
Collector, Edwin P. Dold, will have as 
an opponent Mrs. Louise Voss Cock- 
rill. who has long been active in com- 
munity affairs. 

Mr. Mowrer. who lives in a fine old 
stone mansion at 719- Montgomery 
Avenue, has been a resident of the 
borough for nineteen years. He has 
served as treasurer of the Harold D. 
Speakman Post. American Legion, for 
seven years, is a member of the Nar- 
berth Fire Company and a director of 
the American Legion Building and 
Loan Association. He ran for Council 
at the election two years ago. Mr. 
Mowrer is a member of the firm of 
Mowrer Brothers, builders, Bala-Cyn- 
wyd. 

Mr. Woehling. who lives at 401 
Wobdside Avenue, has resided in the 
borough for eleven years. Though he 
has not previously held any offices in 
the borough or been connected with 
local organizations, he has always been 
interested in the community life, con- 
tributing to the support of the Fire 
Company and the baseball club. Mr. 
Woehling is manager of the Philadel- 
phia district of the Mack Truck Com- 
pany. He is married and has four 
children. 

Both Mr. Mowrer and Mr. Woehling 
have stated that they have no fault to 
find with the present Council, that they 
have no axe to grind and that they arc 
running at the request of friends from 
a feeling of civic duty. It might alio 
be stated that the advertisement urg- 
ing support of these two candidates 
was paid for by their friends, the can- 
didates themselves having nothing to 
do with its insertion. 

Messrs. Wood, Kaeber and Hall are 
completing their first four-year term in 
Council. Mr. Wood as chairman of the 
Highway and Sewer Committee, Mr. 
Kaeber as chairman of the Finance 
Committee, and Mr. Hall as chairman 
of the Water, Light and Health Com- 
mittee of the present Council are too 
well known in the borough to need 
further comment. Mr. Leitch, senior 
Councilman and president of the body, 
is completing his third term of office. 

Mrs. Louise Voss Cockrill, candi- 
date for Tax Collector, has been a resi- 
dent of the borough since 1913. One 
munity Club, she has served for six 
of the founders of the Woman's Coni- 
years as its treasurer. She is well 
known to many of the borough's resi- 
dents through her connection with the 
Community Library, of which she now 
is a trustee. She is an active worker 
in the Women's Auxiliary of the 
Presbyterian Church and is associated 
with the Mothers' Council. Last win- 
ter and spring she served as treasurer 
of the Better Homes Committee in the 
borough.

Orchestra Conductor's 

Job Is in Rehearsals

on the minds of his players just what 
is his interpretation of the composer's 
idea. And this is the hardest part of 
his job. Not only is a rehearsal a 
mental strain, but it is actual physi- 
cal labor. He has to exert all his 
strength to subjugate the minds of 
the artists. 

"From every corner of the orchestra 
— the fiddles, the basses, the wind in- 
struments — he must draw forth a sym- 
pathetic response, and mold first the 
minds, then the music of the players 
into a perfect whole. 

"An orchestra conductor must im- 
press his artists with the fact that he 
is a master mind — he must never lose 
their respect or he is helpless. Musi- 
i cally, every conductor must be an au- 
j tocrat and rule with an iron will, be- 
■ cause he is working with men who 
j have strong minds and definite opin- 
, ions of their own. 

I "And then, after he has successfully 
j co-ordinated the will of the orchestra 
and convinced them that his is the 
true interpretation, he must convey to 
the public through the orchestra just 
what the composer meant to say to' 
the world. 

"If a conductor relaxes his will 
while he is rehearsing, the orchestra 
will lose the thread of his thought; if 
he relaxes during a program, the audi- 
ence will lose contact with the music 
and, instead of sympathetic apprecia- 
tion, he will inspire only bored inat- 
tention. 

"Another problem is in arranging 
the programs. Every conductor must 
be a diplomat." Mr. Vogel relaxed in 
his chair. "We have so many to 
please," he continued. "If we arrange 
a very simple melodic or emotional 
program, we will undoubtedly please 
the lay public, but we will be criti- 
cized by musical minds and con- 
demned by the orchestra. If we be- 
come too technical, the musicians niav

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UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 



How to Grow Old 

My intellect, if any, being about ten 
points below par today, you will have 
a maudlin sort of column* I started 
to quote the: names of a few people 
who are known to write that sort of 
thing, but there mubt be ethics even 
among columnists. 

Ladies and gentlemen and my 
friends, this week I should like to dis- 
cuss with you the proper way in which 
to grow old. Having achieved a cer- 
tain mellow maturity myself, why 
shouldn't I essay some words of ad- 
vice to others who are following? 

Here is a profound ; dea for a 
starter. Age is inevitable. It is natu- 
ral. In itself it is painless. It can, 
and in rare cases, is pleasant. It 
should be wise, serene, helpful and 
happy. 

I remember many years ago a 
speech I heard while I was in school. 
It is about the only speech I remem- 
ber from that period, although I must 
have sat through thousands of them, 
at least hundreds. Some kindly old 
professor talked about the idea of 
cumulative happiness'. He pointed out 
that his old cronies were wont to look 
back on their school and college days 
as "the happiest in our lives," and to 
deplore the advance of years. He said 
that if this were true there would be 
no point in living beyond the age of 
22 or 24 at the most, and that if this 
situation were true every one would 
commit suicide at the end of the happy 
period. 

Of course he was wrong, for man's 
instinct of scli-pre.servation is his 
strongest. Otherwise why should we 
undergo tortures with appendices, 
teeth, stomachs and other unruly or- 
gans? Therefore, no one is going to 
remove himself just because life be- 
comes less interesting. The psychol- 
ogists, or many of them, assert that 
our second motivating instinct is to 



get, and the process of acquisition is 
completed only with death, into which 
we cannot take any of the things which 
we so laboriously pile up in life. Third, 
they tell us, is our desire to beget, 
and that is a pleasure that is denied 
I us after middle life, so, perhaps we 
should postpone our suicide till then. 

Sugar-coated half-truths! If a per- 
son is keen and well life should hold 
out more each succeeding year. It 
has a spiritual and intellectual rich- 
ness that rises to the top like cream 
after a long settling. Wisdom is cu- 
mulative and judgment is the gift of 
age. the product of experience. Ideas, 
inspirations, impulses, are the gift of 
youth; we need tiiem to keep life 
keyed up. Balance is never achieved 
before forty and often never at all. 

Friends and associates are worth j 
more each suceeding year, and when 
one considers that we make perhaps 
fifty to a hundred new acquaintances 
a year, the group has a wonderful 
richness by the time we reach sixty 
that makes it possible for us to stand 
the hardships that accompany the joys. 

Now all of this has little to do with 
the title of "How to Crow Old." Very 
well, then, first of all do 't naturally 
without thought; do it without trying 
to impress people with either your 
"young ideas" or with the weight of 
your years. There is notbing so tire- 
some or anonying as .a self-centred, 
narrow, garrulous old man cr woman. 
On the other hand, there is nothing 
more charming than wit, wide experi- 
ence, abundant reading and keen intel- 
ligence of catholic tastes, together 
with general alertness and accompan- 
ied by a crown of white hair. 

Cio to the United States Supreme 
Court and gaze at the faces of the jus- 
tices there; go into other high places 
where rulers and leaders may be 
found; go into schok-rly cloisters; in 
all these and many other places you 
will find old people of vigorous minds 
and bodies who will be young and in- 
creasingly happy every minute of their 
stay here.

At North Per.nsville a left turn into 
State route 25 carries the tourists 
around the congested traffic centers of 
Burlington and Bordrntown to Tren- 
ton. Here a left turn into State route 
26 leads in a similar manner to New 
Brunswick. From this point national 
route 1 is followed through Railway 
to Elizabeth, where the new concrete 
highway is met. Over this route the 
tour leads direct to the entrance of the 
Holland Tunnel that passes under the 
Hudson River to New York. Cross- 
ing Manhattan <he tourists reach the 
Williamsburg bridge, which is used to 
cross the East River into Long Island. 
Entry into Long Island by this 
route permits tourists to reach excellent 
highways that parallel the Atlantic 
shore line. Through Ozone Park the 
conduit boulevard is reached and used 
to Rockville Centre. Here a right 
turn leads on a' side trip to Long 
Beach. Eastward from Rockville Cen- 
tre State route 27 carries the tourists 
through Freepoit. Amityville, Babylon. 
Islip, Patchogue and Bellport. all at- 
tractive sections bordering the Great 
South Bay. From here the highway 
winds along the curving shore line 
through Brook Haven, Moriches and 
Eastport to Hampton Bays.

proposed, in order that the recreation 
program as a whole may be known 
to and judged by the citizens of Nar-

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that this Council do approve the fol- 

I lowing procedure and method of opera- 
tion, to be followed by the Board in 
the discharge of its responsibilities: 

a. That the Board shall annually, 
prepare an itemized budget of expendi- 
tures for the next ensuing year, deemed 
desirable and necessary for the proper
